proses: 
Becoming Colder. 
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The report ‘that from twenty or 
twenty-five men are in’ a starving con- 
dition at the Immigtation Halland un- 
able to proctire work is absolutely un- 
true. . 

This morning a represen‘ ative of The 
Bulletin visited the Immigration Hall 
and heard the stories told by the men, 
as well as by the immigration officers, 
who have carefully investigated the re- 
port that had tbeen current and have 
given it an emphatic denial. . 

There are at the present time several 
deserving causes where men are ill, 
that the authorities are providing for, 
and are giving food till the men are 
able to look after themselves, 

In the bulk of the cases the men now 
at thehall are able-bodied specimens, 
but refuse any kind of work, even for 
& month or two, except what they 


can get at good wages in the city. 
Farmers are looking for men, but 
many hive fefused to go to the coun- 
try'and work on farms, even for a 
month or so, till the spring opens up. 

“I would rather go to prison,’” #aic 
one of the men at at the hall to the 
Bulletin representative, ‘than go and 
work on a farm for my board.” 

Farmers Looking For Men. 

Almost every day there are demands 
at the hall for men from country dis- 
tricts near to the city. While the 
farmers ask for the men to work, the 
latter remain at the tables, where they 
are frequently playing cards and give 
little attention to the question of the 
applicants for help. 

he following is a specimen of con- 
versationa that had been repeated from 
time to time when the farmer enters 
the room where the men are playing 
cards. 
Farmer: “Any of you fellows want 

0 work?” 

“What is tramps; Jack?» How rhany 
horses do you keep?” 

Farmer: “I have eight horses and 
will give you $19 a month and board.” 

“Your trick, you lead. 1 want $25 
and my board.’ 

This, of course, the farmer refuses fo 
consider at-this season of the year and 
he leaves while the game continues 
until further interruption. 

CO, W, Sutter, the agent, has reso!v- 
ed that the men will get out and look 
for work, afd haw stopped the card 
playing. He hag’ also given orders 
that the men longest at the hall must 
leave on Monday ext. 

Nearly all the men are old arrivals 
in the country. They are Englishmen 
and have come from Saskatoon, where 

y have been on G.T.P. construction 
work during the summer. 

Some of the men themselves adinit 
that their situation is as it is at pre- 
sent ag the result of not saving part 
of their earnings, and their refusal to 
accept farm labor for a month or two. 

Where Their Money Went. 

“What have you done with tue money 
you earned during the summer?’’ ask- 
ed the Bulletin representative of one 
of the men. 

“T was earning $75 a month all 
summer,” he replied, “but I thought 
that there would be lots of work right 
along, co I spent my money as TIT 
went along, and now am without a 
cent.” 

Another stated that he had got $2.50 
aday foratime and then $3 a day, but 
he had not saved any mney. Three 
or four others stated that they had 
money still coming to them from the 
railway, and expected it at any time. 

Men Can Get Work. 

“Any single man can get work on 
farms between here and Fort Saskat- 
chewan for trom $10 to $15 per month 
and board if they want it in comfort- 
able home,” said Immigration Agent 
©. W. Sutter. ‘If the men will get 
out and look around the market 
square they will find lots of farmers 
who want labor,’”’ 

Another report that a man was ill 
from lack of food at the Immigration 
Hall is also absolutely untrue. The 
man had been ill at the hospital and 
later went to the hall, where he = is 
being provided for. 

The Dominion Government, as well 
as Premier Rutherford and Mayor Me- 
Dougall have already provided on sev- 
eral accasion tor those who appear to 
be in any way deserving. 

Secretary Harrison's Opinion, 

Speaking of the report, Secretary 
Harrison, of the Board of Trade, said 
that two men had:come to his office 
several days ago and he had given 
them provisions for 48 hours, telling 
them to return again if they needed 
more, They did not return. 

“T am quite sure,” he said, “if these 
are needy men in the city they will 

be provided for, and a sum necessary 
to provide provision can be raised in 
a few hours. 
The Facts of the Case. 

The facts of the case appear to be 
that the men, with perhaps one or two 
exceptions, haye had plenty of work 
during the summer, but have been im- 
provident with their funds, and that 
now they are unwilling or refuse to go 
to work on farms temporafily for small 
wages. 

The men have been in the country 
‘a year or more and are not a charge on 
the Imutigration Department, whose 
duty it is to look after new arrivals, 
Consequently, the officials will not 
maintain them Jonger at the hall.

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THE HORSE WORLD. 


Horses may be roughly divided into 
two classus—the kind a man wants 
and the kind he doesn't want, a var- 
iety of the latter being the kind he 
thinks he wants. This formula oe- 
curs to the writer after reading in 


the Nor’ West Farmer that many in- 
quiries for Jacks are received by the 
editor of that journal. A big Mani- 
toba dealer in tine horseflesh has aleo 
& number of Jacks advertised, so it 
is apparent that the mule is creeping 
into the west. Por Western Canada 
the mule belongs to the class of horse 
that a farmer may think he wants, but 
that is of no uee to him, taking into 
consideration the horse thag could 
be bought for the same money. It. is 
# great pity to see so many breeds 
striving to get a foothold in the West, 
Ontario is simost free from any draft- 
ers except Clydes and Shires; but out 
west the atockmen are so hvspitable 
that they have the British breeds, the 
Percherons, the Belgian and now the 
Spanish Jack that will be mixed in 
with the mares of any or all ef the 
above, 

Through the hands of John Gard- 
house, of Weston, pass many of the 
best drafters that later on find their 
way to different parts of Canada, At 
present, he hag about forty head con- 
suming valurble fodder, but this 
isn’t as bad as Graham, of Claremont, 
who was feed.ng 70 at last report 
However, the stock in both barns is 
of the sort worth feeding. Speaking 
to Mr. Gardhouse the other evening, 
he agreed that great evil might come 
of the tendency to support several 
breeds of drafters in Canada. He him- 
self eticks to Shires and Clydes, and 
is one of those who maintain that the 
breeds are essentially the same, the 
slight differences between them being 
such as are to be tound indifferent 
straing of each. The Clyde’s ) most 
marked advantage is the longer past- 
ern, and it is also better shaped than 
that of the Shire’s. The quality of 
the Clyde bone may be a trifle better, 
too; but any other differences, Mr. 
Gardhouse could not be induced to 
admit. As he is one of the leading 
Canadian authorities on the Shire 
his opinion on the subject that has 
caused so much auertalfing between 
the Clyde and Shire camps should 
arouse considerable attention. 

Sallie McClelland, the noted brood 
mare, is dead. She was the dam of 
many winners and also of Sallie of 
Navarre, the dam of Salvidore. Thus 
passes away the last link that con- 
nects the name of Byron MeClelland 
with the thoroughbred sport of the 
United States. Old timers will ve- 
member when Henry of Navarre wae 
the sensation of the turf, and carried 
McClelland'’s colors to victory in 
many a famous clasoiv. 

Harry Stinson, who:trains for Mist 
Wilks, of Galt, Canada’s leading own- 
er of light harness horses, things that 
Oro Lambert,the two-year-old of which 
so much waa expected in the 1907 
futurities, Will make a nailing three- 
year-old. He considers him an even 
likelier champion than Kentucky Todd 
was at bis age. But for lameness, he

says, the son of. Oro Wilkes-Vanity 
would have trotted in 2.12, A full 
sister of the beautiful little grey is 


Vanity Oro, that 1s likely to be ex- 
tensively cntered in the two-vear-old 
futurities. There are several other 
youngsters by Oro Wilkes, one by the 
matinee stallion champion, John A. 
McKerion, and a full brother to the 
blue ribbon winner Mograzia hat 
Stinson is trying out, Among the lot 
he should strike something good, for 
the breeding is of the best. : 

Mutch Bros., of Lumeden, Sask., 
have imported twenty head of Clyd's 
direct from Seotland. Most of them 
are chock full of Baron's Pride blood, 
and they will be extremely valuable 
to the horse breeders of the West. 
This is the kind of stuff that is wor- | 
thy of the country that raises it and 
‘he country that buys it. Ten years 
ugo there were hardly ten breeders in 
Canada who did their own import- 
ing; but now there are dozens who 
have “earmt the wisdom of cutting out 
the middleman aud going straight to 
headquarters 

Up to the close of 1907 there were 
36 stres that hed got five or more 2.10 
trottsrs and pacers: Everyoneof us, 
cam remember the time wher’ there 
Was not one sire of five or more, and 
when there were no more 2.10 perform- 
ers than could be counted on the fing- 
ers. It is doubtful f in the history 
of horse flesh there was ever another 
such a wonderful improvement in 
twiee as many years, We must not 
give breeders all the credit, however, 
for without doubt the two things 
which have been-the chief factore in 
making all this speed are the pneu- 
matic tire and the hopple. With the 
latter contraption, a good half of the 
pacers. that are foaled ean be made 
to go a mile in 2,10, Furthermore, un- 
til twenty years or so ago, there was 
very little opportunity for a pacer to 
win much money. He was despised, 
and every eltort Was made to make 
him abandon his depraved wiggle and 
adopt the more dignified diagonal 
gait. That is to say hundreds of po- 
tential 2.10 pacers were !wboriously de- 
veloped into erratic 2.2% trotters, and 
ut that they were worth more money. 

The pneumatic tire lopped at once 
four seconds off the milt record, and 
nothing is more certain them the in- 
ability of the average 2.10 perfofmer 
to null an cld (fashioned high wheeled 
sulky a mile in 2.14. There have been 
mivances in the science of shoving 
sinee the days of Robert Bonner, and 
the tracks are better, so that it would 
appear that there is very little credit 
due the breeder after all. Experience 
rather than reasoning has taught the 
breeder most that he knows. In the 
horse world there has arisen no geni- 
us such as we may find in the his- 
tory of almong every variety of domes- 
tic live stock. There has been n 
Laverack, no Bates, no Sebright, not 
even a man like Cook, the originator 
of the Orpingtons. 

Teday we find the best authorities 
on the trotting horse quite unable to 
agree on the deductions from undis- 
puted tacts. The difference is after 
all no greater than that between the 
two great biological schools. Can ac- 
quired characteristics be transmitted? 
That seems to be the question, In 
the horse world the quarre! is over

challenge cup ‘to be competed for by 
the members, Othera are subscribed 
or ‘promiséd and «will be published 
later, Messrs, Taylor, Owen and 
Langemore arg attending to this work 
and also soliciting advertising for the 
prize list, which is considerably larg- 
er than last year, both in sizé and cir- 
culation,

ALBERTA BUTTER-MAKING. 


The butter making season at the 
Government creameries for 1907 hus 
closed, During the season 21 cream- 
eries were in operation, patronized by 
1,267 patrons, The three creameries 
that had over 100 patrons were Tnnis- 
fail 178, Olde, 114 Tindastoll 106; Tak- 
ing the conditions of the season into 
consideration, the operations were 
thoroughly satisfactory though there 
was a falling off in the number of 
pounds manufagtered, this year com- 
pared with 1906, The total product 
for 1007 was 653,207 poundsras against 
1,050,000 pounds in’ 1906.~ The saver 
age price at which the butter was 
sold was 23,16e per pound compared 
with 21.28 in 1906. The shrinkage 
in)product is to be accounted for by 
the severe winter season of 1906, The 
cattle were in poor condition when 
they wenteon the grass. There was 
practically. no grass until the middle 
of Jute. @he result was the cows 
never attained their normal flow of 
milk. 

These conditions are confined to 
Alberta. There has been a tremen- 
dous shrinkage in the quantity of ex- 
port butter and cheese from Canada 
thie year. In 1906 there was exported 
from Montréal 365,000 packages of 
creamery, butter, this year the quan- 
tity has fallen to 65,000 or there has 
been a shrinkage of 300,000 packages. 
In the item of cheese, there is also 
a great shrinkage in Ontario due to 
the midsummer drouth in that prov- 
ince The shrinkage will be in the 
neighborhood of 6,000,000 pounds for 
the present year, 

In Saskatehewan only four govern- 
ment creameries were In operation, 
with 213 patrons. The total product 
was 66,246 pounds, while the average 
net price to patrons was 21.10¢e per.

he rat in the court 1bom, including 
everal women, There were no dra- 
antic features, the condemned de- 
sndant not being present, nor so far 
is known, was there any person pres- 
nt save his counsel interested in his 
ase, otherwise than by curiosity. 

After reciting very calmly the de- 
ails of the tragedy and contending 
hat admission of the letters was im- 
yroper, Senator Mills argued the tes- 
imony of Alfred B, Raymond of Lit- 
le York was improper, and should 
wt have been rectived by the court, 
taymond testified, se the record 
hows, that some time prior to the 
late of the tragedy, Gillette and a 
irl came to his place on the shore of 
ttle York and hired the boat to go 
mt rowing, Gillette asked for a flat 
sottomed boat, Raymond testified but 
rad to be content with one with a 
lifferent bottom. Gillette on the stand 
it his trial denied the whole transac- 
ion. The prosecution produced a 
victure of Miss Brown, and Raymond 
wore that it looked like the gin! that 
iad accompanied Gillette, except that 
he girl wore a different hat. The 
ister of Grace Brown testified that 
he dead girl had not owned that sum- 
ner a hat such as Raymond describ- 
ad. All this testimony, said 8 nator 
Mills, was used to create the impres- 
ion that Gillette bad planned to mur- 
ler her that night at Little York, but 
iad not succeeded because he did not 
tt the kind of boat suited to assure 
he assumed murder. 

Admission as evidence oi two pho- 
ographs taken after the tragedy was 
sriticized. The evidence of Marjorie 
3tanley to the effect that she heard 
. piercing cry at about the time the 
ragedy is supposed to have taken 
lace, was also objected to as impro- 
ver. Mr. Mills contended that the 
voman ‘could not of her own knowl- 
sdge say whether it was the cry of a 
yvoman, a child, a man, or even a 
vild animal. 

Mr, Mills severely criticized also the 
dimisigon of two portions of the dead 
tirl’s body, which, he said, was done 
o inflame the jury against the de- 
endant, 

He also took exception to th» de- 
rision of Justice Devendorf, who pre- 
sided at the trial, to the tactics used 
vy the prosecution, and he questioned 
he constitutionality of the extraord- 
nary time of the court appoinied by 
governor Higgins to try the case, 

In replying to Mr. Mills, ex-Dis- 
riet Attorney Ward had just complet- 
da recital of the conceded points in 
he case, and court adjourned until 
~omorrow, when the prosecution’s ar- 
gument will be heard, The gist of 
he argument of the prosecution may 
ve gleaned irom the brief which Mr. 
Ward filed with the court, and which 
1e will amplify orally tomorrow,

CORNWALL TRIMS VICS. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan, 10.—Present in- 
dications are that the Canadian north. 
weet will draw an oxceptionally heavy 
Movement of new settlers from — the 
United States this year, It should sur. 
pass the banner record for 1907, This in 
not only based on the fact that the Am- 
eticans have tome to realize that the 
Canadian northwest offers eplendid op- 
portunities, but also because the rail- 
toads have awakened to the fact and 
ate offering rates to the Canadian north- 
weet this sear which are bamaiarcw ny | 
favorable. 

Due to the efforte of the Canadian TPa- 
cific and the Canadian Northern to ati- 
mulate settlement along their systems, 
the lines which lead to St. Paul from 
the east and south are offering home- 
seekers’ rates to the Canadian north- 
west this year which are on a parity 
with those in existence to the southwest 
for a couple of seasons, There has been 
a tendency to equalize the rates to the 
two territories for some time, but it js 
not until this year that the lines in the 
northwest have been able to place the 
rates to the southwest and the Canadian 
northwest on a parity. 

Did Not Go to Stay. 

The southwest has been drawing 15 
heavy movement of settlers for a couple 
of seasons on account of extremely low 
rates—rates which were lower than to 
any section of the country, But it is 
claimed that many of the homeseekers: 
who have taken advantage of these low 
rates did not take the trips with any in- 
tention of settling in the souhtwest. An 
exceptionally large number ‘have travel- 
led on these low rates in the winter for 
pleasure jaunts, getting away from the 
winters of the northwest for a spell and 
also to take in the scenery and enjoy a 
recreation, Then railroad officials are 
responsible for the assertion that many 
of the new settlars in the southwest have 
taken up their stakes as soon as they 
realized the position they were in and tak- 
en up homes in the Canadian northwest 
This has been done in a surprising de- 
gree, it is said, 

It is believed in certain places that 
the southwestern lines have come to a 
realization that their campaign for new 
settlers has not met with the desired 
results fro mthe fact that they have 
sanctioned to cheaper rates being granted 
to the Canadian northwest this year 
without making a fight, which it is be- 
lieved. they would wage if they knew that 
they could stem the tide of immigration 
northward. 

The maximum homeseekers’ rate to 
points within a certain prescribed ter- 
ritory in Texas, where the Southwestern 
lines have been endeavoring to plant 
settlers, has been raised $5 this year. On 
the other hand a maximum rate has been 
established to pointa in Western Saskat- 
chewan and castern Alberta. This is 
the first time that any maximum rate 
has been made to apply to anywhere in 
the Canadian Northwest fro mthe Unit- 
ed States, indicating as much as any- 
thing the campaign planned for securing 
the settlement of that territory. 

How Rates Have Been Equalized. 

The foliowing comparison shows the 
manner in which homeseekers’ rates 
have been equalized to the Canadian 
_orthwest and the Southwest: Last year, 
it cost the -homeseeker only $34 to go 
from Chicago to El Paso, Texas, and 
return, while he was charged $50.00 te 
Macleod, Alberta, Thig year, the tar- 
iff quotes a round trip rate of $40 from 
Chicago to Macleod, and $39 from Chi- 
cago to El Paso and return. The dis- 
tances from Chicago to these points in 
the respective territories are the same, 
and demonstrates to an eminent degree 
the equalization of the rates to the two 
competitive territories, 

ides these rates quoted by ccnnec- 
ting lines in St. Paul, the Canadian 
roads this week over the Soo line put in 
a special homeseekers’ tariff to points in 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
which are lower in a considerable de 
free than quoted by connecting lines as 
well as the regular one way rates, There 
is no basis for these rates, but they have 
been made arbitrarily, For instance, the 
Soo tariff quotes a round trip rate of 
$33 between St, Paul and Calgary, as 
compared to the regular one-way rate of 
$39.10. These rales are quoted only for 
this week, but they will undoubtedly 
hold good on every first an dthird Tues- 
day of each month for a definite period. 

No homeseekers’ rates have been au- 
thorized by the Canadian Northern as 
yet from connecting lines, It is taken 
for granted that it is waiting to see 
what the Northern Pacific and the Great 
‘Northern are going to do, which are ex-

EDMONTON AGAIN WINS. 


The first of the inter-Provincial 
leagne hockey series played on local 
fee resulted last night in a victory 
for Edmonton over Strathcona by a 
score of six to four, At half time 
the score was three ‘all, but in the 
second half Edmonton notehed up 
three more while their opponents were 
-only able to secure one, The game 
was undoubtedly the roughest seen 
here thie winter, and a large number 
of penalties were handed out. Even 
as it was the judge of play was hard- 
ly severe enough, and several glaring 
offences were allowed to go unpenal- 
ized, A feature of the game wae the 
large amount of tripping and hacking 


which several the players indulged in; 


and which failed on numerous ocea- 
sions to receive merited punishinent, 

The excitement was intense and 
from start to finish the rink resound- 
ed with shouts and cheers of the 
admirers of the two contesting teams, 
Edmonton had just returned from a 
double victory at Battleford in the 
early part of the week, and with their 
full line-up on the ice were deter- 
mined to add another to their «cries 
of victories. 

Strathcona, on the other hand, had 
been greatly strengthened since the 
New Year’s game, and on their line- 
up were several men with reputations 
in the east who had recently been se- 
cured to represent the southern city 
in the series. Bellamy, who, in the 
early part of the season, played with 
Brandon and was later on the line- 
up of the Maple Leafs of Winnipeg, 
was known to have a place on the 
team, having reached Strathcona sev- 
eral days previously; and Milner, for- 
merly on the Winnipegs, was another 
recent addition, With a reorganized 
team, the doubt as to the winners in 
last. night’s game was yesterday ex- 
pressed very generally by the support- 
ers Of the Edmonton players. 

The game itself last night was’ a 
very even one, as the summary. will 
show. Undoubtedly in point of ns- 
siults on their opponents’, goal, Ed- 
monton had the best of the argument, 
but to counterbalance this the defence 
work of Parr, of Strathcona, was su- 
perb, and he repeatedly stopped hot 
shots upon his nets, 

The Edmonton team had the same 
line-up aa at Battleford on Monday 
and Tuesday nights. In the forward 
line Whitcroft was the mainstay of 
the team, and deaprte the fact that 
he was suffering from a sore shoulder, 
received by a heavy check from Rel- 
lamy early in the game, he played a 
fast game all through, and repeatedly 
went through the opposing forwards 
and defence; his’ shots only being 
stopped by Parr: Deeton and Miller 
played excellently, the latter especial- 
ly, showing much improvement, 
Campbell was a trifle off, and did not 
show up as well as usual, -Crowley 
did Herculean work at cover, and 
used his great. weight very effectively 
in hard checking. Banford was in 
good form, and Wilson stopped some 
hard shots, “ 

Strathcona’s star was Coverpoint 
Bellamy, and his playing, especially 
in the first half, was one of the best 
exhibitions of hockey seen here, He 
has remarkable control of himself on 
skates, is a very heavy checker, and 
does his work with much greater fin- 
ish than is usvally seen in Edmonton, 
Several of his dashes down the tee 
were hair-raising, while a_ collision 
with Crowley near the end of the first 
half was like the meeting of stone 
walls, Graban on the left wing was 
outplayed in the first half, but show- 
ed up better in the second, He re- 
caived hard checking by Miller, and 
this considerably weakened his use- 
fulness.

The defendant is believed by some to 
be Frank Kurtze, the murderer of Woolf 
Joel, brother of the prosecutor in the 
present case, That crime was commit- 
ted in Johonnesburg ten years ago, and 
Veltheim’s lawyers are using this fact 
on which to. base the defence that the 
present prosecution jis instituted out of 
revenge by the murdered man’s brother. 

A French Secret Agent, 

When his case was called Veltheim 
candidly admitted that he was a secret 
agent of the French Government, and 
boldly announced his address as the Quai 
Dorsay (the French Foreign Office), 
Paris, which fact, by the way, may ac- 
count for the zeal of the German detec- 
tives in attempting to obtain his extra- 
dition from the French Government on 
the charge of obtaining $10,000 from a 
German woman, ~ 

Veltheim told of questioning the de 
tective who brought him from France 
concerning the eleven warrants which 
formed the basis of his arrest, the chief 
¢f, which was that involving the alleged 
Joel blackmail threat, 

“When the warrant charging me with 
-an attempt to blackmail Joel was read,” 
said the prisomer, in, an unconcerned 
manner, “I said: fancy -an innocent 
letter like that being construed into @ 
tlirent to kill and murder! I have had 
the opinion of Sir Thomas Barclay on 
that letter. He said to me that no one 
could see any harm in the letter if he 
considered it with candor and honesty.
